33. The ſhew-bread conſiſted of twelve 


cakes in number, every cake containing 


two tenth deals, Lev. xxiv. 5. or two 


omers, Exod.'xvi 24. that is, ſeveh pints 
and two fifths of an half pint of fine flour 


in each cake. The twelve cakes were ſet 


in two rows, ſix on a row, Lev. xxiv. 6. 
undoubtedly one row upon another, other- 


wiſethe pure table would not contain them. 


Every ſabbath theſe twelve cakes were to 


be ſet in order upon the pure table, before 


the Lord continually, Lev. xxiv. 8. and 
remained there until the enſuing ſab- 
bath, when they were taken away, and 
hot brig was replaced, 1 Sam. xxi.

1. was not of the order 
of Aaron, yet there are many uſeful and 
remarkable obſervations of ſimilarity may 
be found, if the eyes of our underſtanding 
are enlightened, and our hearts inclined 
to diſcern the great things that pertain to 
the kingdom of God.

Aaron had by divine 
appointment his ſons to aſſiſt him in the 
prieſt office; and at Aaron's death one of 
his ſons ſhould put on the holy garments 


and be conſecrated to execute the office 


of an high prieſt, Exod. xxix. 29, 30. 
Deut. x. 6. The Son of God our great 


high prieſt, had his apoſtles choſen by 
him, Mark iii. 13, 14. Luke vi. 13. and 


given to him by his heavenly Father, 
John xvii. 6, 13. as his attendants while 
he executed his miniſterial office, Mat, 
xix. 28. Luke xxii. 28. AQs i. 21, 22. 
but none could ever approach to the office

This robe had 
a hole in the midſt, as the hole of an ha- 
bergeon, with a band round about the 
Hole that it ſhould not rent, Exod. xxxix.

and our - righteouſneſs and falvation per- 
feed in him, PL Ixxxix. 255 26. IC, Ixi. 
10. and therefore the robe ſhould not be 
rent, neither in the figure, Pſ. xxii. 18. 
John xix. 23, 24. nor in the ſubſtance, 
for it is an everlaſting righteouſneſs, Dan. 
ix. 24. Upon the hem, or border of this 
robe, there were pomegranates made of 
blue, and purple, and ſcarlet, and twined 
linen, and between each pomegranate a 
golden bell, Exod. xxix. 24, 25, 26. Pome- 
granates were a fruit of the land of pro- 
miſe, Deut. viii. 8. Song vii. 12. and viii. 
2. ſaid to be pleaſant and phyſical (they 
are ſaid to be each in number ſeventy- 
two). As the robe on Aaron was both 
muſical, and in figure medical, ſo is the 
perfect immaculate robe of our high prieſt 
to the inhabitants of Sion, If. li. 3. Pf. 
ciii. 2, 3. And as by the ſound of the 
bells Aaron was heard in going in unto 
the holy place before the Lord, and when 
he cometh out that he die not, Exod, 
xxviii. 35. ſo the bleſſed fulneſs of joy 
and healing in Chriſt, If. Iiii. 5. ſhould 
ever dwell upon our minds, leſt he die in 
our

our, zeal, love and affections, and we be- 


come unmindful of his unchanging good- 


neſs, Col. iii. 1, 2, 3, 4. Phil. iii. 20, 21.

F. The amicle, or ephod. It appears 
that an ephod was common with the 
prieſts, as we are told that four ſcore and 


five prieſts were put to death wearing a 


linen ephod, 1 Sam. xxii. 18. but we never 
find any other ephod like the ephod of the 
high prieſt, inaſmuch as he was a type of 
our great high prieſt Chriſt Jeſus; there- 
fore it appears that this ephod was a very 


rich tapeſtry, compoſed and woven of gold, 


and blue, and purple, and ſcarlet, and fine 
twined linen, with cunning work, and the 
curious girdle of the ephod was of the 
ſame, Exod. xxviii. 6, 8. This ephod 
was worn upon the back part of the high 
prieſt ; ſuppoſed to be about a cubit long, 
and had two ſhoulder pieces joined to it; 
and upon the ſhoulder pieces were fixed 
in ouches, or borders of gold, two onyx 
ſtones, with the names of the heads of the 
children of Iſrael, in their tribes engraven 
fthereon,

thereon, fix of their names on one ſtone, 
and fix of their names on the other ſtone, 
that in their names ſo engraven, Aaron 
might bear the whole houſe of Ifrael upon 
his ſhoulders before the Lord, as he mi- 
niſtered in the tabernacle of the cougroge- 
tion continually. 


Thus the high prieſt did repreſent the 
Holy One of God, Heb. iii. 1. the pre- 
cious onyx, with the houſe of Iſrael 
thereon, a figure of the church of the firſt 
born riſen with him, Col. ii. 12. and 
ſta ad equally built upon the rock of ages, 
Mat. xvi. 18. The ephod evidently de- 
clares and powerfully defends their ex- 
altaticn, Rom. viii. 33, 34. The gold 
being a figure of the divine eſſence, PC. 
XIV. 6. Rom. ix. 5. The blue, a figure 
of the faithful obedience and unchanging 
love, John xiii. 1. The purple, an open 
declaration of his abſolute power and ex- 
alted dignity, Mat. xxviii. 18. The ſcar- 
let, an incontrovertible manifeſtation of 
the all ſufficiency of the divine blood to 
atone for fin and make free, Acts xx. 28.

The fine twi- 
ned linen, confirms the immaculate right- 
eouſneſs, in which the church is raiſed 
above fin and hell, and ſtands complete 
upon the rock of ages, Rom. x. 4. If. liv. 
14, 15, 17. Col. ii. 9, 10. The curious 
girdle of the ephod was of the ſame, and 
denotes the ſtrong engagements by which 
Chriſt Jeſus the bridegroom, and his bride 
the church are bound together, John iii. 

Job xxili. 13. Mal. iii. 6. Song v. 
10, &c. | 


6. The breaſt-plate of judgment. This 
breaſt- plate was compoſed of the ſame 
materials with the ephod, and was a ſpan 
long, being four-ſquare double, Exod. 
XXViii. 15, 16. In this breaſt-plate were 
fixed twelve precious ſtones, or gems, in 
ouches, or eyes of gold; theſe twelve 
ſtones were ſet three in one row, and each 
ſtone had engraven upon it-a name of one 
of the tribes. The firſt ſtone in the firſt 
row was a ſardius, ſaid to be of a bloody 
colour. . On this ſtone was the name of 
Reuben engtaven, and repreſents the va- 


liant

liant warlike diſpoſition of that tribe, 
Joſhua iv. 12. 1 Chron. v. 9, 10. and alſo 


a figure of the conſtant holy courage of 
the ſaints, Rev. xii. 11. 


| The ſecond 99 a nen ſaid to be of 
a green colour On this ſtone Simeon's 
name was engraven. Little is ſaid of this 
tribe until the days of king Hezekiah, 

at which time they found a large and fat 
paſture, and ſmote the remnant of the 
Amalekites, 1 Chron. iv. 29. to the end. 
This may ſerve to animate our minds 
againſt all ſloth, Rom. xiii. 11, 12. Heb. 
iv. 11. and vi. 11, 12. The hand of the 
diligent. maketh rich, Prov. x. 4, 5. 


The third ſtone a carbuncle, ſaid to re- 
ſemble hot burning coals. On this ſtone 
was the name of Levi engraven. This 
. fiery illuminating gem was very applica- 
ble to the tribe of Levi, as in the holy 
fiery law, Deut xxxiii. 2, 10. Mal. ii. 
4—7. and in the ſacrifices which they 
offered by fire. In this tribe were many 
"OE lights, as Moſes, Aaron, many 
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of the prophets, and John the Baptiſt, 
in many things typical of the great high 


prieſt Chriſt Jeſus, and of his church the 
bride 1 


The firſt ſtone in the ſecond row was 
an emerald. It is ſaid of this ſtone, that 
it is a moſt glorious and beautiful green, 
ſo that the eye is delighted, but never 


weary with beholding it. On this gem 


was the name of Judah engraved. A glory 
in this ſtone appeared in Caleb, Othniel, 
David, Solomon and many others, as 
types; but the ultimate glory in our 
Immanuel, in whom the everlaſting co- 
venant ſtands complete, and, like the 
emerald, ever green, Rev. iv. 3. on which 
every believer's eye is immoveably fixed, 
and always delighted; but never weary, 
or ſatiate, being for ever new. 


The ſecond ſtone a ſapphire. This 
gem is faid to be a blue, yet ſhines with 
ſparkles of gold. On this gem was the 
name of Iſſachar engraven. This preci- 
ous ſtone hath in — occurred in

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heavenly viſions, Exod. xxiv. 10. Ezek. 
i. 26. and as a figure expreſſed to be the 
foundation of the holy city, If. liv. 11. 
to which the faints are come, Heb. xii. 
22. denoting the comfortable reſt of every 

" believer, however oppreſſed by burden- 
ſome enemies, Gen. xlix. 14, 15. 


( The third ftone a diamond. This 
ſtone is ſaid to be the hardeſt of gems, and 
alſo exceeding brilliant. On this ſtone 
was the name of Zebulun engraved : his 
dwelling was upon the border of the Me- 
diterranean, or great ſea, Gen. xlix. 13. 
Deut. xxxiii. 18, 19. A beautiful figure 
of the dwelling of the ſaints, in the bleſ- - 
ſings of the goſpel, as a ſea of glaſs ſo 
brilliant, Rev. xv. 2. and being tried are 
made hard like' the diamond, whereby wo 
they endure hardneſs as good ſoldiers, 
againſt the powers of antichriſt.

This > 
is faid to be of a golden green colour. 
On this ſtone was the name of Naphtali

and thankfulneſs, Gen. xlix. 21. a com- 
plete figure, or real repreſentation of the 
exalted bleſſings of the arts, Pf. xxxvi. 
8. II. Ixii. 8, 9. 


e The third ſtone an amethyſt. The CO». * 
lour of this ſtone is ſaid to be a pale pur- 


ple, and ruddy. On this ſtone was en- 


graven the name of Gad, and ſpeaks his 
prophetic character, Deut. xxxiii. 20, 21. 
amply fulfilled againſt the Hagarenes, 
1 Chron. v. 18, 19, 20. evidently ſhewing 
the evangelical character of all who have 


believed through grace on the Holy One 


of God, Heb. v. 8, 9. Rom. viii. 35,

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The firſt ſtone in the fourth row is 


called a beryl. The colour of this ſtone 


is ſaid to reſemble oil, or water in the ſea. 
On this ſtone was engtaven the name of 
Aſher, and perfectly anſwers to the bene- 
diction, Gen. xlix. 20. Deut. xxxiii. 24, 
25. and ſets forth the happineſs of all the 
ſaints, who have an indiſputable right to 


every bleſſing in their heavenly father's 


houſe, and the promiſe of their being 
guided into all truth, John xvi. 13. by 
the bleſſed unction from the Holy One, 
even the anointing oil of the Holy be 
1 John ii. 20, 27. 


The ſecond ſtone in this row is called 
an onyx, ſaid in colour to reſemble the 
carnation. On this ſtone was engraven 
the name of Joſeph. This being the firſt 
precious ſtone mentioned in holy writings, 
Gen. ii. 12. On two of theſe ſtones in 
equal fize were all the names of the tribes 
engraven and fixed in the ephod, and 
borne upon the ſhoulders of the high 
prieſt, to ſhew the perfect oneneſs of the 
churchof Chriſt, Heb. ii. 11. John xvii. 21.

And as Joſeph was in many things a lively 
type of the Son of God; ſo there were 
alſo ſeveral others of this tribe, as Joſhua,

iii. 16. 


The third and laſt ſtone in the high 
prieſt breaſt- plate is called a jaſper. It is 
ſaid that there are various colours of the 
jaſper, and that ſome are party coloured; 
but as on this ſtone the name of Benjamin 
was engraven, and in him a figure of the 
New Teſtament church, undoubtedly the 
type and antitype muſt bear the ſame 
' reſemblance, therefore muſt be tranſpa- 
rent, Rev. xxi. 11 5 | 4 71 


Theſe are the names, and the ſtones 
that were in the high prieſt breaſt- plate, 
and were typical of Chriſt and his church: 
and as in the tribes the glory did ſhine, 
in ſome one way, and in ſome another, 
ſome at one time, and ſome at another; 


in ſome more, and in ſome leſs; yet all 
were 
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were in the breaſt - plate and contributed 


to the glory of the Urim and Thummim 
being by interpretation, lights and per- 
fections, or manifeſtation of truth, ſo in 
the church of God, ſanctified in Chriſt 


Jeſus there are gifts differing, Rom. xii. 


6. And ſome are more conſpicuouſly 
uſeful, and abound in good works more 
than others, 1 Tim. v. 25. But all muſt 
be, yea is done, that we may ſhew forth 


the praiſes of him that hath called us out 


of darkneſs into his marvellous light, 


1 Pet. ii.

for ever. 


The breaſt- plate of judgment, which 
the high prieſt had with the names of 


the children of Iſrael upon his heart, in 
the holy place, was for a memorial before 
the Lord continually, and was coupled to 


the ephod. The breadth of the ephod _ 


was from one ſhoulder to the other ſhoul- 
der of the high prieſt: the breaſt- plate 
was four-ſquare, a ſpan long each way: 
on the higher fide of the breaſt- plate, at 


each end, there was a ring of gold, and in 


each 


„ 
each ring of gold, there was a chain of 
gold. Chains are formed of links. Every 
ſtep. the Lord hath taken for out ſalvation 


may be termed a link, and the cruel trials 


and ſuffering tortures of his ſoul, Mat. 
xxvi. 38. Luke xxii. 44. might very pro- 
perly be repreſented by the chains of 
wreathen work, that were faſtened to the 

two rings of gold, which were in the two 
ouches of gold, incloſing the two onyx 
ſtones, with the names of the tribes; and 
on the lower ſide of the breaſt-plate at 
each end was a ring of gold, and on each 
ſide of the ephod, right againſt the rings 
in the breaſt-plate, were a ring of gold, 
whereby with a lace of blue, the breaſt- 


plate and ephod were bound together, that 


the breaſt- plate ſhould not be looſed from 
the ephod, Exod. xxviii. 22, to 30. repre- 
ſenting to us that thoſe whom our great 
high prieſt hath by his moſt perfect obe- 
dience in his ſufferings, Iſ. xlii. 21. and 
through the powerful operation of the 
goſpel by faith, are ſanctified in Chriſt 
Jeſus, Gal. iii. 26. Heb. x. 14. And be- 
ing raiſed up and carried above the powers 
"FE 
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* fin and hell, Rom. vi. 14. 1 John v. 
18. Rom. iv. 14, 15. For theſe having 
their names written in the Lamb's book of 
life, Rev. xiii. 8. and xxi. 27. are ſo cou- 
pled by the golden rings and golden chains 
of Jehovah's counſel and pleaſure, to the 
ephod, ot perfect obedience of our great 
high prieſt, and bound by the powers of 
unchanging love to his heart, that nothing 
can boot Rom. viii. 38. 39. |

for the high prieſt's head, compoſed -of 
fine linen, a ſign of the purity of the 
mind of the high prieſt,- who was a type 
of Chtiſt. But Chriſt our great high 
prieſt is crowned with glory and honour, 
Heb. ii. 9. in the very ſame equality of 
glory and honour. with the Father, John 
xvii. 5. Col. ii. 9. John v. 23. 


8. Alſo the golden plate the holy 
crown. This was put upon the mitte, 
even upon the forefront of the mitte it 
was put with a lace of blue, Exod. xxviii. 
36, 37. Upon this plate of pure gold

-was engraven, HOLINESS TO THE LORD, 
As gold in the holy ſcriptures is often 
mentioned as a ſign of the divine effence ; 
ſo this golden plate was put upon the mi- 
tre, denoting that the pureſt nature, ſepa- 
rate from the divine, could neither atone | þ 
for; nor bear the iniquity of any, to render 
them acceptable before the Lord. And 
- herein appears the ſpotleſs purity of our 
great high prieſt, Heb. vii. 26. inſepa- 
rable from the divine efſence, Rom. ix. 5. 
and now appears in the preſence of God 
for us, Heb. ix. 24. retaining all his offi- 
cial characters as mediator for all mankind, 
1 Tim. ii. 5, 6. and an interceſſot for all 
thoſe that come unto God by him, Heb. 
vii. 25. alfo an advocate for all thoſe who 
have committed their cauſe to him, Pf. 
xxxvii. 5. 1 Pet. v. 7. 1 John ii. 1. and 
an high prieſt over the houſe of God, 
Heb. x.
